But Mr. Coolidge has 
really had two years of service and a 
flying start on all possible rivals The 
discussion among politicians is just as 
clean as if the midperiod in the first 
term had been reached and as if the 
election for president Were less than 
two years awav 


MAY BE HANDICAP 


There naturally is in the minds of 


those Republicans who might wish to 
support another candidate, a feeling 
thatperhaps Mr. Coohdge's two years 
in office already may be a handicap in 
that he is expected to deal definitely 
w'ith national 
problems without the 


usual"allowances being- made for un- 


• familiarity in office during the 
first 


year. Their, idea seems to be that 
Mr. Coolidge has more time in which 
to make mistakes that may not be 
forgiven. 


• Mr. Coolidge himself has not said a 
word to anyone about 192S. He is too 
shrewd'a politician to allow anybody 
to approach him on the subject, but 
he is human in his political makeup 
and he has received enough communi- 
cations from well-wishers to indicate 
that he is strongly regarded even at 
this early date as the nominee for a 
second term.

Monday was ordered to be taken 
definitely out^of the hands of the pro 
hibition commissioner, Roy A. Haynes 
who after Sept. 1, will act only in an 
advisory capacity to assistant Secre- 
tray Andrews of the treasury. 


Commissioner Blair, of the internal1 


revenue bureau, who has jurisdiction 
over the prohibition unit, signed the 
decree which stripped the present en- 
forcement headquarters of its major 
powers. The order which has been 
forecast, will carry out the treasury's 
plan for a. new lineup when the pro- 
hibition reorganization plan goes into 
effect the first of next month. 


Nearly all of the duties 
of Mr. 


Haynes" office will devolve upon the 
two prohibition administrators to be 
appointed and who have headquarters 
in various sections of the country. 


At the prohibition unit here, where 


it was conceeded that the commission- 
er's 
enforcement powers would be 


taken away, it was said that Mr. 
Haynes would find plenty of work to 
occupy his time. The nature of the 
work was not disclosed. 


The prohibition commissioner was 


absent from Washington Monday. He 
has said, however, that he would con- 
tinue for the present to occupy the 
office 
and 
cooperate with Mr. An- 


drews. He is expected, however, to 
enter the gubernatorial contest 
in 


Ohio as a candidate for the Republi- 
can nomination.

BITES AND STINGS 


A vacation doesn't seem quite regular unless one 


gets bitten or stung by something or other. Some 
such motive no doubt Inspires the artists who get 
out travel and resort literature. 


What to do when one is bitten or stung: 
Resort literature—plan a walking trip for next 


summer. 


Dog—if skin is broken have doctor 
treat the 


wound, but if no doctor is available, immediately 
swab the wound with tincture of iodin and treat as 
any other wound: if there is any question of rabies, 
the wound should be immediately cauterized with 
hot iron, or nitric acid, or pure phenol (followed 
by alcohol), and the animal confined for two weeks 
under observation .of a veterinary': if the veterin- 
ary can give the animal a clean bill of health at 
the end of that period, forget and forgive. 


Snake—immediately incise the skin where the 


fang marks show making the' cut with point of 
razor or a sharp pocket knife just deep enough to 
insure bleeding, then suck the wound for a minute 
or two. then apply (or if possible inject arounrf the 
wound with hypodermic syringe), a weak solution 
of 
potassium permanganate, and the emergency 


kit should contain a few five grain tablets of the 
permanganate for this purpose. The leg or arm 
above the bite should be constricted with a twisted 
bandage or torniquet, which should be loosened for 
a minute every, five minutes. 
Stout shoes reach- 


Ing well above the ankles or leggings are advis- 
able for campers and hikers, for protection .against 
snake bites. 
Scorpion sting—apply the same treatment as for 


snake bite. Hot wet compresses relieve the intense 
pain at the point of puncture, and" weak ammonia 
water (or other alkaline solution) more or les neu- 
tralizes the irritant. 


Bee sting—immediate 
application of hydrogen 


peroxide, removal of the sting, and hot •vvet com- 
presses afford relief, or even wet clay or mud or the 
end of a freshly cut potato. Wasp or hornet stings 
are, more business like: weak ammonia water or 
touching with tincture of iodin is a relief. 


Flea, bed bug or other minor , bites,—peroxide 


dabbed on, or applications of vinegar or weak am- 
monia water or any soothing ointment such as the 
old doc salve in the emergency kit. 


Mosquitoes—rub the spot gently with wet soap, 


or bathe with a tablespoonfubof household ammon- 
ia in a cupful of cool water or the same amount ot 
saleratus, or touch the wheal with glycerin or^with 
"peroxide or with tincture of iodin. 


Ants—the bite is a hypodermic injection of for- 


mic acid, which is exceedingly irritating. The rem- 
edy is any alkali,-such as ammonia water, lime

The act 
of congress, at the time of passage, 
was not intended to result in setting 
the government up as a shipbuilder, 
except in 
some contingency which 


then seemed -remote. An 
appropria- 


tion of $50,000,000 was provided not 
believed 
generally " that the'gov- 


ernment actualy would go Into the ship 
ping business. 
The shipping board 


was created essentially to act as a 
body to regulate ocean freight rates, 
just as the interstate commerce com- 
mission regulates ratea of the- raiH 
roads. Developments crowded so fast, 
however, that little of this function 
ever has been exercised. 


Then came April 6, 1917, when the 


United States entered the war. 
In- 


stantly the word came from, the allies 
that ships were required more than 
anything else. Daily their own ves- 
sels were falling prey to the submar- 
ines and meanwhile armies and civil- 
Ian populations were running short 
of food and munitions.

Esher that but few men are fit for pol- 
itics after reaching 40 years of age has 
caused much speculation in British 
Parliamentary circles and has resulted 
in the ages of all the English cabinet 
members being discussed in numerous 
publications. If Lord Esher's theory 
were brought into practice, it was re- 
vealed that the present cabinet would 
be reduced to one member, this being 
Lord Eustace Perry, minister of educa- 
tion, who is. 38 years old. 


Lord Esher. deputy governor of 


Windsor Castle, and author of several 
books dealing with the lives of King 
Edward and Queen Victoria, who him- 
self is in his 73rd year, on the question 
of ages, said: "To very few. and pos- 
sibly only to reflective minds, 
like 


Sophocles and Leonardo, is the priv- 
ilege granted of sustained vigor after 
the age of forty." He cited Xapoleon. 
who was 40 when at Schonbrunn in 
1809, the zenith of his career. In Chat- 
ham and his son as well, he contends, 
the vital spark paled early. 


Further, Lord Esher asserted: "No 


man and very few women, retain phy- 
sical charm and generous instincts aft 
er 40 years of age. All men and worn 
en should be aware of the 30's. In our 
time there are manifold examples of 
the failure to maintain, after the age 
of 40. a pertinent grasp over public af- 
fairs and the faculty of wise decision." 


"But is there, in fact, any true com- 


parison between the men of today and 
the men 
even of the Napoleonic 


times?" asks the Evening Standard in 
an editorial in which Lord Esher's con- 
tentions are disputed. 


The most ordinary observation of 


society as it exists at the present time 
would appear sufficient to negative the 
theory that few women retain physical 
charm at 40, says the Standard which 
goes.on to aver 
that evidently the 


dramatists of today do not think so. 
or they would not be so found of intro- 
ducing mature heroines. 


After pointing out historically and 


otherwise where Lord Esher is alto- 
gether wr^ng in his observations con- 
cerning politicians the Standard con 
tinues: "As for the statement that no 
main retains generous instincts after 
40, surely the converse is nearer the 
truth. Women are here 
the- best 


judges, and-it is a very common'exper- 
ience to find young women turning 
from men of their own age to men who 
are considerably their seniors merely 
because they find not only more enter 
tamrnent, but more sympathy and un 
derstanding."

"The Tragedy of Lord Kitchener," a 
book completed when he was 71 years 
of age.

In summer, the trains and boats

• In going to a new place, it Is best 
to boil all the drinking water and 
milk for the baby.

If.,the house is not screen- 
ed, the mother should use cotton net- 
ting in order that baby's crib, 
at 


least, may be protected from insects. 


If a trip with young children is an 


absolute necessity.. it should be care- 
fully ' planned.

cured.
